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IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4 weeks ending July 15 was 
down 8 per cent from the previous 4 weeks to substantially 
the same level of last year, according to the New York 
Times index. For the year to date, however, business activ- 
ity was 5 per cent above the same period last year. Freight 
car loadings for the same 4-week period were down frac- 
tionally from the previous 4 weeks but were up 4 per cent 
from the corresponding period in 1943, and for the year to 
date were 4 per cent above the same period last year. 


Income Payments were substantially unchanged in J 
from May but were 10 per cent above June, 1943, and for 
the first 6 months of the year were 12 per cent above the 
same period last year. Salaries and wages income and 
nonagricultural income were up fractionally in June from 
May and were 9 per cent and 10 per cent, respectively, 
above June, 1943. Agricultural income was up 4 per cent 
in June from May, and 9 per cent from June, 1943. For 
the first 6 months of the year, as compared with the same 
period last year, salaries and wages income was up 12 per 
cent, nonagricultural income 13 per cent, and agricultural 
income 11 per cent. 


Industrial Production, according to the Federal Reserve 
Board index, dropped fractionally in June from May and 
from June, 1943, but for the first 6 months of the year 
was 2 per cent above the same period last year. 

Electric Power Production dropped 1 per cent in June 
from May but was 4 per cent above June, 1943, and, for 


the first half of the year, 10 per cent above the same period 
last year. 


Bituminous Coal Production was down 3 per cent in 
June from May but was 55 per cent above June, 1943, and, 


for the first half of the year, 12 per cent above the same 
period last year. 


Steel Production in June was down 3 per cent from May 
but was 3 per cent above June, 1943, and, for the first 
half of the year, 2 per cent above the same period last 
year. Pig iron production in June was down 5 per cent 
from May but was 5 per cent above June, 1943, and for

the first 6 months of the year was 4 per cent above the 
same period last year. 


Retail Trade dropped off in June from May. Sales of 
independent dealers in June dropped 7 per cent from May, 
department store sales 10 per cent, and chain store sales 
fractionally. As compared with June, 1943, sales of inde- 
pendent retailers were up 3 per cent, of department stores 
2 per cent, and of chain stores 7 per cent. For the first 
half of the year, as compared with last year, sales of inde- 
pendent retailers were up 7 per cent and department stores 
6 per cent, of chain stores 5 per cent. 


Commodity Prices were little changed in June from May, 
and from June, 1943. For the first 6 months of 1944, as 
compared with the same period last year, wholesale com- 
modity prices, department store prices, and the cost of 
living were up only fractionally, and retail food prices 
were down 3 per cent. 


IN OHIO 


Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were up 22 per cent in 
June from May, 25 per cent from June, 1943, and for the 
first half of the year were 13 per cent above the same 
period last year. 


Agricultural Income was up 3 per cent in June from 
May, 6 per cent from June, 1943, and, for the first half of 
the year, 7 per cent from the same period last year. 


Electric Power Production dropped fractionally in June 
from May but was 9 per cent above June, 1943, and, for 
the first 6 months of the year, 13 per cent above the same 
period last year. 


Retail Sales of independent dealers dropped 4 per cent 
in June from May but were fractionally above June, 1943, 
and, for the first half of the year, 4 per cent above the 
same period last year. Department store sales dropped 10 
per cent in June from May and were fractionally under 
June, 1943, but for the first 6 months of the year were 2 
per cent above the same period last year. Dyers’ and 
cleaners’ sales were down 20 per cent in June from May

COLUMBUS 


June manufacturing employment fell fractionally 
from May, while manufacturing pay rolls increased 
3 per cent. In the first 6 months of 1944, manufac- 
turing employment averaged slightly above the 
corresponding period of 1943, while pay rolls were 
9 per cent higher. Retail sales were down 11 per 
cent from May and only fractionally higher than in 
June a year ago. Retail food prices showed little 
change from May but were 6 per cent below June, 
1943. The index of value of building permits in the 
Columbus area remained at a low level, although 
some increase in residential building occurred in 
June. One small commercial failure was recorded 
in June. 


DAYTON 


Manufacturing employment and pay rolls showed 
small rises in June from May. Compared with June 
a year ago, however, the number employed was down 
5 per cent, while pay rolls were 35 per cent higher. 
Construction employment increased 7 per cent in 
June from May, while construction pay rolls in- 
creased fractionally. Retail sales were down 9 per 
cent from May and were 17 per cent below June a 
year ago. Cost of living rose 1 per cent in June and 
was substantially the same as in June a year ago. 
Industrial power consumption increased 4 per cent 
in June and was 11 per cent higher than a year ago. 
The index of value of building permits fell slightly 
from May and was 29 per cent under June, 1943. No 
commercial failures occurred in June. 


TOLEDO 


June manufacturing employment increased 1 per 
cent from May, while pay rolls were up 2 per cent. 
Compared with June a year ago, both manufacturing 
employment and pay rolls were 3 per cent higher. 
Retail sales had a seasonal drop of 9 per cent 
from May and were 2 per cent higher than June, 
1943. Cost of living increased fractionally in June 
and were 2 per cent above the June, 1943, level. 
Consumption of industrial power fell fractionally in 
June but was 14 per cent higher than in June a year 
ago. Value of building permits granted fell sharply 
in June from May, due chiefly to large declines in 
the permits granted for residential construction as 
compared with May. No commercial failures were 
recorded in June. 


YOUNGSTOWN 


Manufacturing employment in June fell fraction- 
ally, while pay rolls increased 2 per cent from May. 
In the first 6 months of 1944, industrial employment 
averaged 1 per cent higher and industrial pay rolls 
11 per cent higher than in the similar 6-months 
period in 1943. Retail sales showed a seasonal de- 
cline in June but were 10 per cent above June a 
year ago. Cost of living rose fractionally in June 
but was 2 per cent lower than a year ago. The 
steel industrial operating rate averaged 96 per cent 
capacity in June, unchanged from May and from 
June, 1943. No commercial failures occurred in June. 
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The accompanying table and chart indicate the increases 
in employee earnings which have occurred over the period 
January, 1941 (base period for the application of the Little 
Steel formula), to January, 1944, in selected nonmonufac- 
turing industries in Ohio and in the country as a whole. 
Employees in these industries, by and large, are not wage 
earners but are clerical workers, salespeople, and service 
workers. As such, these data give some indication of the 
increases in the earnings of “white-collar” workers, 
namely, workers other than factory craftsmen and oper- 
atives (wage earners). These data also show the earnings 
and the increase in the earnings of employees in industries 
where the services rendered while an essential part of the 
war effort are only “indirectly” related to it. 

Of the nonmanufacturing industries shown in the ac- 
companying table and chart, the average hourly earnings 
of employees in the electric light and power industry were 
the highest in both January, 1941, and January, 1944, be- 
ing 82 cents and 104 cents, respectively. 

The lowest paid industry was hotels in which the em- 
ployees averaged 33 cents per hour in January 1941, and 
48 cents per hour in January, 1944. 

In January, 1944, hourly earnings of employees in the 
Ohio telegraph and telephone, street railway and buses, 
and hotels industries were greater than those paid to em- 
ployees in the same industries in the country as a whole. 
In the other five nonmanufacturing industries shown here, 
however, average hourly earnings of employees in the 
country as a whole were more than those of employees 
working in the same industries in Ohio. 

Attention will be centered here on increases in hourly 
earnings and not weekly earnings in order to show the 
extent of the increase in pay which has occurred in these 
industries apart from increases caused by changes in the 
number of hours worked. The greatest increase in the 
average pay per hour, 44 per cent, was that received by
